Landslide 
Recorded 
By White 


George’ White was elected next 
year’s student body president last 
Tuesday by a landslide vote of 
263 over his opponent, Harry 
Lee, who carried 46 votes, and 
Dick Rohrbacher, who received 
20. The new president stated 
upon hearing of his victory: 

“IT wish to thank all the stu- 
dent body that supported me by 
their votes and I shall do my best 
while I hold this office.” _ 

Steve Gamble and Eldon Jack- 
son deadlocked in the contest for 
vice-president, so a run-off elec- 
tion was started yesterday and is 
continuing through today to de- 
cide. who will hold the office. 

Janice Lund defeated Ramona 
Kilfoyl for the job of secretary 
with 177 votes to 154, and Roy 
Johnson was elected men’s rep- 
resentative over Stan Miller by 
133. votes to 108. Barbara Elkins 
was successful in capturing the 
title of women’s representative 
from Shirley Mendonca with 51 
votes. to Shirley’s 36. 

Both Honey Harris and Loren 
Ingols were without contenders 
for their offices. Honey was 
elected commissioner of social ac- 
tivities by 308 votes; Loren re- 
ceived: the backing of 301 stu- 
dents. 


Del Deis carried 167 votes to 
make him victorious over Jack 
Wilson for sophomore representa- 
tive, and Jerry Parker defeated 
Dick O’Shaughnessy with 242 
votes to 85 for the office of com- 
missioner of public relations. 

There was a very good turnout 
for the voting and all the new 
officers expressed their gratitude 
to those that supported them. In 
appreciation for the vote of con- 
fid@mce -he received, Loren ’In- 
gols stated: 

“If I am backed with as much 
enthusiasm in the cheering sec- 
tion as I was in the voting booth, 
we can all put Hartnell on the 
map.”
